He has few 
of the pretensions which mark a so- 
called Progressive, and yet he is per- 
fectly clear and sound upon the big 
issues that are now coming up for

The president does not vote upon 
questions unless there is a tie vote. 
This far he has not had the re- 
sponsibility of breaking a tie, but 
but when the time comes, as it will 
presently, he will be found acting 
with decision. 

The Boxing Bilt 

Boxing legislation in the form of a 
bill to provide for a boxing commis- 
sion has been giving the committee on 
legal affairs no end of trouble. The 
bill is not popular with a majority of 
the committee. It probably will not 
go through the legislature. Why it 
has been held so long in committee 
has occasioned no 
when it could probably have been 
killed long ago. 

The bill is along the lines of the 
Frawliey act, which was signed by 
Governor Dix. There the bill was 
helped by turning over to the state 
grange all of the surplus derived from 
the giving of boxing exhibitions. Here 
the proposal is to turn it over to the 
state for the reduction of the state 
tax. ö 

Ten Million Tax 

The state tax this year is again be- 
ginning to frighten. Chairman Ward 
of the senate committee and Chair- 
man White of the house committee on 
wars 2 8. Last year it 

e of eight ‘millions. 
priations 5 
about eight millions, al- 
ere is, of course, an offset 
due to the in income of departments and 
institutions. Still the appropriations 
dre about two millions more than they 
were last year.. There are about 
twenty millions asked for in appro- 
priations ‘and improvements by the 
state institutions and there is a re- 
port from ‘the commission on economy 
and efficiency and a recommendation 
from the governor to change the sys- 
tem of boards in charge of the instt- 
tutions. Most of this twenty mil- 
lions will be held up until that ques- 
tion is settled. 

Probably the appropriations will go 
through more or less cut, but the im- 
provements will have to be badly cut, 
if the talks in the ways and means 
committee are an indication of any- 
thing. 

On the whole it looks rather more 
like a ten million tax this year than 
an eight million tax and ways and 
means cannot find material strong 
enough to make a dam to keep the 
spring flood of appropriations back. 

Bar and Bottle Bill 

The proposed repeal of the bar and 
bottle bill is in the middle. of the leg- 
islature, as it has been ever since the 
bar and bottle act was passed in 
1910. 

This year, as in prior years, there 
fis a referendum which would enable 
cities and towns to vote upon the ac- 
ceptance of the act. But it does not 
seem that this will save it. 

The anti-liquor forces are making 
a stronger fight than ever before and 
in addition the liquor men are nat all 
united upon it. Much of the trade 
has adjusted itself to the requirements 
of the law that bottle places and bar 
places must be kept apart. ft big 
cost some bottle places have ob- 
tained saloon licenses and saloon pro- 
prietors have secured bottle licenses. 
These men are not anxious to see the 
law changed back where it was be- 
fore. 

There is one city in the state where 
the bar and bottle law has always 
been in practical effect. This is the 
city of Worcester, where, upon the 
advice of City Solicitor Vaughn, the 
two Hcenses were always granted 
separately. 

The Preference Bill

The 
women police officers will, if appoint- 
ed, have the task of patrolling the 
parks and taking these young girls 
in charge. There will brobably be 
none of the hairpulling that character- 
ized the work of policewomen in the 
city of Chicago. 


What Wells Did 


Senator Henry Wells of Haverhill, 
whether intentionally or not, gave the 
resolutions against the passage of the 
Burnett immigration bill at Washing- 
ton a hard crack. 

The resolutions were strung along 
in the senate for several weeks, until 
Wells discovered that it was inartis- 
tically drawn, inasmuch as it opposed 
all of the Burnett bill, whereas the 
objectors of the Burnett bill had only 
the Hteracy test in mind. So one 
day he got the consent of those inter- 
ested and tacked on an amendment 
which limited the scope of the resolu- 
tions to the literacy test. 

This was all right except that the 
resolutions had to go back to the 
house, where they are meeting with 
great opposition.in their present form. 
In fact it looks now as though a 
simple matter had got the house and 
senate on the road to a deadlock, and 
that Washington will not de given 
the benefit of knowing what the Mas- 
sachusetts legislature thinks about the 
Burnett bill before it comeg time for 
congress to take final action upon the 
din. 
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The Primary Bill 

The new primary law, which has 
been successful in the house, has a 
stormy pathway before it in the sen- 
ate. Phil McMorrow of Roxbury took 
the bill into the house. It ig a com- 
promise of various bills which were 
submitted early in the year to the 
eommittee on election laws. 

if the bill should go through, the 
voter who goes to the state primaries 
next fall would have handed him three 
ballots fastened together. Dach ballot 
would bear thé names of the candi- 
dates of a party, and the voter would 
be réquired to make his preference 
among the candidates on one ballot. 
The other two. ballots would be hand- 
ed to the election clerk and disposed 
of by him. 

The bill in this form ig intended to 
do away with the necessity of making 
the voter declare his party choice.

Sweeping aside all resistance after 
the most sanguinary fighting in the 
history of the present Mexican tevo- 
lution, General Villa began his final 
assault on the city of Torreon itself, 
the last stronghold of General Huerta’s 
government in northern Mexico.

The final federal retreat from Go- 
mez Palacio to Torreon was converted 
into a disorderly flight, when the con- 
stitutionalist cavalrymen, in a frenzy 
of excitement as the result of their 
success, charged repeatedly into the 
federal ranks. ‘ 

The resistance offered by the Go- 
mez Palacio garrison was heroic 
at times. Overwhelmed at nearly all 
points by the ferocity of the rebel 
‘attack, General Velasco’s troops still 
fought stubbornly from Gomez Pala- 
clo and al the road running to- 
ward Terreon, 

Despite the handicap under which 
they fought, it is believed the fed- 
erals, commanded by Velasco, suc- 
ceeded in getting all their artillery 
into Torreon, with the exception of a 
number of small mountain guards, 
which they were compelled to abandon 
on the precipitous slopes of Cerro 
del Pilar, the ‘fortified mountain 
which guards the approach to Tor- 
reon. 

To the rebel soldiers the mountain 
offered no terrors, . They ascended its 
slopes at the double quick, and fairly

The New Postmaster 5 


In the Boston papers of Thursday 
appeared the following: 
“WASHINGTON, March 25 
The bitter fight against John H. Me- 
Donald as postmaster of Andover 
came to a temporary halt today 
when the President sent Mr. Mc- 
Donald’s name to the Senate along 
with several other Massachusetts 
postmasters. The chief opponent to 
Mr. McDonald’s nomination is Ex- 
Speaker Cole, and it is understood 
that Mr. Cole has asked the Massa- 
chusetts Senators to hold up Mr. 
MeDonald’s name. 
“It has been the definite policy of 
Senators Lodge and Weeks not to 
interfere in the confirmation of the 
President’s nominations unless the 
question of the absolute unfitness of 
a nominee for federal office in Mass- 
achusetts arises. If it is purely a 
political fight they pay no attention 
to it. Until Mr. Cole comes for- 
ward to one or both of the Senators 
with definite charges against Mr. 
McDonald, neither will take action.” 
The above would be interesting if 
true. Mr. Cole has not asked the 
Massachusetts Senators to do any- 


thing about Mr. McDonald’s nom- 


ination, has no idea of asking them, 


knows of no charges that could be

The health conditions in a com- 
munity are of vital importance. 
They are so closely related to morals 
that we could almost add A clean 
town is a good town.” 

Dirt is a breeding place of disease, 
and disease may be spread by many 
and unrecognized agencies. Sick- 
ness in one part of the town may 
bring sickness to another part. In 
this as in many relations of life, if 
one suffer all may suffer. It is only 
in recent years that people have be- 
gun to realize the extent to which 
this is true, and to arouse public 
interest and public common sense to 
action. 

Typhoid fever, spinal meningitis, 
malaria, as well as other diseases 
may be practically wiped out by 
strict attention to sanitary laws. 
For one thing, the war must be on 
breeding places for flies and mos- 
quitoes, for they are old offenders. 
They have been convicted many, 
many times of manslaughter by 
carrying germs of disease. Don’t 
wait till summer and think that 
“swatting” will do it all. A whole 
community “swatting” will destroy, 
it is said, hardly more than the off- 
spring of a single fly which survived 
to the beginning of the season. Pay 
attention. then to garbage holders 
and stables because of the flies. 

Wherever there is standing water 
the ‘mosquito breeds, in uncovered 
water barrels, tanks or cisterns, pools 
of rain water, or even in tin cans. 
It is said that hundreds of mosqui- 
toes may be bred in one can, hold- 
ing stagnant water. 

Remember the old adages about 
foresight, stitches in time, ounces. of 
prevention and times of peace, and 
join in a “get-together campaign” 
which will be most effective because 
attacking causes rather than effects.

18—or before—and keep it up all

against the high-handed method of 
tax commissioners in increasing the 
valuation of the towns above the 
returns of the sworn assessors. An- 
dover’s valuation has been raised 
$1,628,235, and there is no redress, 

The following letter explains the 
situation. 


Board of Assessors: 
Gentlemen: 


As a member of the Legisla- 
ture I am sending at my own ex- 
pense to every Board of Assessors 
within the Commonwealth the 
amount of excess valuation the Tax 
Commissioner has levied upon the 
city or town over the valuation as 
returned to the State by the local 
assessors. 

The rights of local government 
have been usurped and an unfound- 
ed valuation of cities and towns has 
been used instead of the itemized re- 
turns of the sworn assessors as a 
basis for computing the State tax. 

The: Commissioner has derived his 
right to estimate the valuation of the 
cities and towns from the amend- 
ment of Section 101, Part 1 of 
Chapter 490 of the Acts of 1909, 
which was amended by Chapter 366 
ofthe Acts of 1911. The amend- 
ment was as follows: and any other 
information in his possession.“ From 
these words he has taken the au- 
thority to increase the assessors’ fig- 
ures and establish valuations satis- 
factory to himself. Without the law 
is changed, his power as he inter- 
prets it is unlimited. He can double 
and treble your valuation and you 
have no redress, It is double taxa- 
tion on those who are now paying 
the taxes, namely the man who has 
only a home, this being tangible 
property. For if there are those 
who should pay more, they are still 
avoiding paying their proportions of 
the state assessment, as the tax has 
not been individually assessed. The 
State tax must be paid, but in fair- 
ness to all it should be based upon 
the returns of the sworn assessors. 

The valuation of your town has 
been raised $1,628,235.00 above your 
assessed valuation. I have intro- 
duced a bill to have the law amend- 
ed and have the assessors’ valuation 
used to apportion the State tax. The 
bill is H. 312. I trust every Board 
of Assessors will personally see their 
Senators and Representatives and 
have each record himself in favor of 
the Dill. — 

The present law went into effect 
on account of there being no oppo- 
sition to the bill of the tax depart- 
ment. Other bills equally dangerous 
have been filed asking for the ap- 
pointment or approval of assessors 
by the Tax Commission. You

Poster Temperance Campaign 


At the Union meeting of the 
South, Free, and Baptist churches 
Wednesday the following was read: 

Mrs. William Tilton sent the fol- 
lowing to be read before the Civic 
League of Andover, gathered to- 
gether to inaugurate that movement 
of Boston doctors and soeial work- 


ers known as Alcohol Education 


through Posters. 

The recent report of the Commit- 
tee on Drunkenness shows that as- 
rests for drunkenness have increased 
88 per cent since 1901, and nineteen 
out of every twenty arrested were of 
American or. British birth. For this 
reason the commission calls upon the 
state to give them a hospital in Bos- 
ton for delirium tremens, drunken- 
ness. being a disease. 

Outside of Boston the newspapers 

are not very enthusiastic over the 
report; they find it inadequate to the 
seriousness, pointing out that a ris- 
ing tide of alcoholism means a ris- 
ing tide of degeneracy, insanity, im- 
morality, feeble-mindedness and 
Grime. 
„In view of this dissatisfaction Mrs. 
Tilton asked one of the commission- 
ers precisely what he wanted the 
Report to convey. He said that he 
wanted it to say, People of Massa- 
chusetts, you have a licensing and 
recreation system that is increasing 
drunkenness by leaps and bounds; 
either change your system or be pre- 
pared to give us first a hospital in 
Boston for delirium tremens, then 
one in Lowell, Fitchburg, Spring- 
field and so on.” It is up to the 
people,—to rise against this on- 
coming degeneracy, or to allow it to 
overcome them, as it has overcome 
the French. 

Strong men are sending out warn- 
ings. President Emeritus Eliot has 
declared that, the alcoholism of the 
white race must be overcome, or that 
vice, with the licentiousness it pro- 
motes, will overcome the race.”

HOG TYING A LOMGHORN. 


Satching, Tripping and Roping a Steer 
in Twenty-seven Seconds. 

To rope, “bust” and “hog tie” a wild 
Texas longhorn single handed in two 
minutes is u sport which represents the 
daily work of the range. Men of quick 
eye and steady nerve each start their 
fifty feet behind the longhorn, whi¢h 
may jump the arena fence like a deer 


.the saddle may slip. as in the case of 
Bill Mahaffey, who landed on his head 
with foot caught in the stirrup and but 
for the splendidly trained cow pony 
might have been dragged and killed. 

There goes Cuba Crutchfield! He 
overtakes his sister. Swish. swish! His 
lariat zips through the air—a beautiful 
throw over the horns. Then the cow 
pony braces, and the rope tightens like 
a harp string. Watching, anticipating 
every move of his horned adversary. 
the cowboy now circles the animal so 
that the rope is brought from the horns 
around the hind legs. A word. and the 
knowing pony makes a sudden start. 
Thud, and the steer is tripped or bust: 
ed.” The rope tautens, and the rider is 
already running afoot with a short cord 
in hand toward the steer, depending 
for his own safety on his trained cow 
pony to hold that rope taut and the 
steer in position. With marvelous dex- 
terity he “hog ties” with a number of 
half hitches looped about the hind feet 
and one forefoot of the steer. The man 
stands erect, raises both arms in the 
air, and Crutchfield has not only won 
the steer roping championship. but has 
ridden down, roped, thrown- and hog 
tied a steer in twenty-seven seconds. 
within six seconds of the best record 
ever made.—World’s Work. 


VIOLINISTS UNMASKED. 


Edison Tells the Secret of How They 
Strike the Right Note. 

Thomas A. Edison, who has an ex- 
pert knowledge of every known mu- 
sical instrument, from the oboe ‘to>the 
aeolian harp. was discyssing the great 
violinists of the present age. He spoke 
with deep feeling. 

“T have to admit,” he declared sadly. 
“that for a long time those fellows had 
me completely bewildered. I used to 
‘watch them in amazement. Every time 
one of them shot a finger halfway 
down the neck of his fiddle and stop- 
ped it in exactly the right place for 
the sounding note I gasped in astonish- 
ment. Every time, it seemed, he could 
stop that finger correctly within one- 
thousandth of an inch. That’s what he 
had to do in order to make the right 
note. And 1 concluded that he and his 
fellows were in some way superior to 
all other kinds of people in the matter 
of judging distances. 

“But I know better now. After long 
and careful observation I have discov- 
ered the truth. Those fellows shoot 
their fingers up and down with an air 
of great confidente, but they never 
know exactly where the fihgers will. 
stop. Like any other human being. 
they guess at it. Then just as the note 
is begun by the scraping of the bow 
their trained ears catch the defect, and 
they readjust their fingers. Conse- 
quently, although the public doesn’t 
know it, the great violin geniuses of 
the world fill their work with a lot of 
notes that start falsely.”—Popular Mag- 
azine,

OUR NAVAL CODE BOOK. 


Jealously Guarded Signal Secrets That 
Are Bound In Metal. 

Few things are so jealously guarded 
as the secret code book of the United 
States navy. It is a book of signals— 
not the ordinary wigwag' signals 


of signals to be used solely in time of 
war and in the presence of an enemy. 
These secret code books are issued 
only to the executive officers of a ship. 
who are enjoined to protect them 
against theft by every possible means. 
These books are threatened not 80 
much by the ordinary thief as by sec- 


ret emissaries of other governments | 


who desire to obtain knowledge of 
what the battleships would do in time 
of action. Governments have no scru- 
ples against theft in such cases, 

The loss of one of these secret books 
by an officer, unless explained to the 
entire satisfaction of the secretary of 
the navy, would mean court martial 
and probable expulsion from the serv- 
ice. To the honor of the United States 
service no officer has ever yet been 
brought up charged with loss, 

The books are bound in heavy metal 
covers, so that in time 
capture they be thrown overboard,; 
sinking at once to the bottom of the 


sen and thus avoiding seizure.—Pear-

A Queer Legal Precedent. : 

Mr. Justice Holmes has the reputa- 
tion of citing more peculiar cases from 
the old lawbooks than any other mem- 
ber of the supreme court.
